Fifty years ago today the eyes 
of the 
engineering 
world 
were 
focussed on a small island in New 
York harbor where a construction 
job different from any hitherto a t ­ 
tempted was about to he under­ 
taken. 
Erection of the Statue of 
Liberty was started 
on 
May 
3, 
ISSI* and in many ways it was an 
engineering venture unique. 
This 
year the fiftieth anniversary of 
the dedication of tho statue is be­ 
ing observed throughout the n a­ 
tion under the leadership of the 
National 
Park 
Service, 
official 
custodian of tho famous 
m onu­ 
ment. 
At that time erection of build­ 
ings or other structures 
in 
the 
m anner in which modern 
ofTice 
buildings 
or 
apartment 
houses 
now are lmilt— by first putting up 
tho steel framework 
and 
then 
building in the walls— was 
prac­ 
tically unknown. 
This, neverthe­ 
less, was tho m anner in which it 
was planned to erect the Statue of 
Liberty and engineers and archi­ 
tects 
contemplated 
with 
some 
doubt and no little interest 
the 
np^el undertaking. 
In Its funda- 
thentat structure the statue is very 
much like the modern steel-fram­ 
ed 
building. 
The figure itself— 
famous the world over— does not 
support its own weight. 
On 
the 
contrary, it is only a comparative­ 
ly thin shell 
of 
copper 
sheets 
whicli are suspended from an in­ 
tricate framework of 
iron 
and 
steel, 
designed

French engineer Eiffel, who built 
tho tower in Paris that bears his 
name. 

TV>ns 
Anchoring the 152 foot figure 
on top of the pedestal, which it­ 
self towered almost 150 feet,

problem. 
Competent 
engineers freely pre­ 
dicted that Hie statue could not be 
anchored firmly at such a height 
and that the first 
strong 
wind 
would send It tumbling into the 
hay. General Charles P. Stone, U. 
S. Army, chief of construction on 
tho pedestal, had been working on 
this problem for several years and 
had evolved a method of anchor- 
ago which ho felt certain 
would 
hold the great statue in place, and 
which has been vindicated by the 
test of time. 
Although the statue weighs ap­ 
proximately 22 5 tons 
it 
is

tremely light for its great

and is, therefore, less able to re­

General Stone calculat­ 
ed that the wind pressure against

per in Lansing attempted to mis­ 
lead the public on Mr. B ennett’s

those who desire to remove Bang s 
disease infection from th e ir • a t ­ 
tle. 
T h e governm e nt not only a p ­ 
plied th e necessary 
n u m b e r 
of 
blood tests 
without expense but 
bears a portion of the loss th r o u g h 
paym ent 
of indemnities. 
Heavy 
financial losses a re 
suffered 
in 
herds infected with the disease if 
preventive m easures are not t a k ­ 
en. and th e re is also an extensive 
belief that Bang s disease in c a t ­ 
tle is responsible for 
what 
is 
known as undulant fever In man. 
Dr. E. G. B o y d t o n , located at 
Escanaba, is the U. S. inspector 
in ( b a rg e of Rang s disease work, 
and he has subm itted the follow­ 
ing report on the 
progress 
of 
Bang s disease work in Michigan: 
" T h e original, or first 
blood 
test which covered 10.332 herds, 
com prising 124.828 cattle rev eal­ 
ed 15,366 reactors in 3.539 herds. 
In o th e r w ords 34.2 percent of all 
herds tested a c r e infected 
and 
26.7 per cent of th e cattle in those 
nfected herd s were diseased 
and 
am azingly high average p e r c e n t­ 
age of infection. 
T h e re were 4 73 infected herd s 
used in this study with the fol­ 
lowing r e s u l t :
